It is true, as the Journal 
says, that the press is ever ready to com- 
- mend home enterprise ; but as example 
goes farther than precept, we would ask, 
how many Editors in North Carolina 
practice what preach ? 
We may ad eloquent articles on 
subject of developing our resvurces 
ro of adding to our wealth and pros. 
p:rity, yet so long a8 we set the example 
of withholding our patronage from our 
own people, our words of counsel will 
fall upon listless and uobeeding ears. 
We referred a day or two since to an 
able editorial on the subject of Southern 
manutacturies in the Greensboro Patriot, 
in which the writer stated that if every 
man and woman in the Southern States 
would resolve to-wear only home fab- 
brics, when such could be procured, it 
would not be long before factories would 
spring up along our streams from which 
would come as fine work as now comes 
from the looms of Lowe:l. How true 
is this remark? And yet how few wil 
practice the leason it teaches 
We.grow'the raw material in the 
South, which is sent North to be manu- 
factured “for us, and returned, with 
heavy prefits added from the looms of 
New England, for Southern copsump- 
tion. 


We have in North Carolina water- 
power equal to any in the world, which 
is idle and unemployed on account of 
the want of energy and capital. 


We have afew cotton factories in 


this State, but they would be greatly 

in number if we would pat- 

yonize’ those we already bave. The 
cotton yarns sent out of our State are 

- frequently purchased by our merchants 
of the foreign dealers, instead of being 
bought at home, et factory prices. This 
is strange but it is true. 

The firat-atep towards the commercial 

independence of North Carolina will be 
taken when our people make up their 
minds to purchase the fabrics manu- 
factured in our State—when it 18 practi- 
- cable to do Bo. 

The Granite Cotton Mills. in Ala- 
mance county, the Salem Mills in 
Forsythe, and the Rock Island in Meck- 
lenburg are said to manufacture cotton 

- goods of as good quality as can be pur- 
chased-out ot the State.

The few that are le:t 
huhtover again the battles that were 
lost and won, and many a bright mem- 
ory of their immortal dead sits with 
them around the board and smiles down 
upon them from the portraits that 
adorn the walls,” 


Says the Charlotte Observer of the 
inst : 

“We were shown yesterday by Col. 
C. J. Cowles, of the Branch Mint in this 
city, three gold coins, two five doliars 
pieces and one one doliar. Two of the 
pieces bore the name ot A. Bechtler; the 
the other the name of C. Bechtler. The 
men were father and son. The coinage 
of this monev was first begun long years 
before the war in Ruthertord county in 
this State by the elder Bechtler, and 
after his death was continued by his 
son. It was done under permission cf 
the United States Government, and for 
a length of time this currency was much 
used in this section. It bas disappeared, 
however, almost entirely, and it is quite 
a rare thing now that one of these coins 
isseen. Of these before us, one is 20 
carats fine, the other two 21 carats. The 
year in which they were coined is not 
known, there being no date upon them 
Whereby one can tell.”
